Washington, D. C., May 7.—[{Special.J—An 
organized effort is being made by the inde- 
pendent refiners of the country to persuade 
the senate to take petroleum from the free 
list and fix a duty upon it of not less than 
50 per cent ad valorem. : 

There is such a prejudice against Standard 
Oil in the country that the independent fe- 
finers are having hard sledding in persuad- 
ing the senators to agree to a duty. Many 
senators who believe there should be a duty 
gay they would be afraid to vote for it, be- 
cause the people inevitably would charge 
them with being under the influence of the 
great monopoly. 

The independent men, however, are engaged 
in what they say is a campaign of educa- 
tion. They admit they started in late, but 
they are hopeful they will be able to con- 
yince the country, and later congress, that 
free oll is a thing most desired by the Stand- 
ard, and that the effect of it may be to kill off 
independent refiners and reduce the price of 


crude oil] in this country to such a point. 


that the Standard will be able to buy up and 
control practically all of the big producing 
fields in spite of all the legislative efforts to 
prevent extension of the monopoly in {Ilv- 
minating oil. 


Weight with Honest Members. 

It is possible that the independent refiners 
are merely seeking an opportunity to protect 
themselves at the expense of the consumers, 
and yet it is true the arguments they have 
presented have had a great deal of weight 
with a number of members of congress who 
never have been suspected of being friendly 
to the Standard Oil company. 

Curiously enough, the independent refiners 
and producers of oil are entirely concerned 
about eompetition from the American con- 
tinent. They would be perfectly willing to 
accept a duty limited to this continent, leav- 
ing oil to come in free from other nations. 
The principal competitors of the United 
States now in sight are Mexico and Canada. 
The development of the oil industry in Mex- 
ico is a matter of only a year or two, and 
yet has progressed to a point where experi- 
enced oil men say that if Mexico is given 
free access to the United States it will be 
able to produce within & short time at least. 
200,000 barrels of oil per day. At present 
Mexico levies a tariff on oil from the outside 
of nearly 5 cents a gallon. A countervailing 
duty against Mexican oll under the present 
conditions is all the refiners want. 

The trouble is that Mexico now is pro- 
ducing more oil than it can consume. It 
must seek a market abroad, and if there 
were only a countervailing duty against 
Mexican of] President Diaz's government 
goon would find it convenient to repeal the 
duty so that its oll would get into this country 
free. The independent refiners are not afraid 
of Russia or of any other nation that pro- 
duces petroleum, but they are badly fright- 
ened over the Mexican situation. 


Standard’s Aim to Cut Prices. 

It is not generally known that the Standard 
Oil company does not make any great effort 
to control the actual production of crude 
petroleum. The big system prefers to let 
owners or lessees of the oil lands take the 
chances of their flelde running dry. Standard 
Oll’s one aim is to cut down the price of crude 
oll, of which it produces itself only 11 per 
cent of the total for this country, a remainder 
of &) per cent being put on the market by 
oil producers who are entirely independent 
ofthe Standardcompany. Italsois asserted 
that about 20 per cent of the oil used in the 
United States now is refined in opposition to 
the Standard by independent refiners, and it 
is these independents, both refiners and pro- 
ducers, who now are beseiging congress with 
an unexpected demand for @ duty of 50 per 
cent ad valorem. 

It may appear strange to many people who 
have not studied the subject, and yet these 
refiners say the Standard Oil company wants 
free crude oll and that the big system does 
not éven want a countervailing duty against 


those nations which impose e tariff on Amer- 


ican oi]. Furthermore, independents are 
making the argument, which sounds strange 
until it is studied, that the effect of free oil 
will be to drive independent refiners out of 
business almost entirely and to give the 
Standard Oil absolute control of prices in 
the country both as regards the producers of 
crude petroleum and the consumers a& well. 


Owns Refineries in Mexico. 

ft is asserted with a great deal of detail 
that practically all of the surplus oil from 
the Mexican field is in control of the Standard 
Oil company. That concern doesn’t care 
whether Mexico has a tariff on oll or not, be- 
cause it has refineries at Tampico, Vera 
Cruz, and the City of Mexico and is controll- 


* {ng the business there much as it has done 


in the United States. The oil fields of Mex- 
ico are largely inaluded in the enormous 
Spanish grants which cannot be controlled 
by persons of small means. The result is 
that the Standard O!l company has been 
able to handle these big fields and where it 
has not the prices are so low that it has 
made arrangements to secure crude petro- 
leum from them as soon as free access to 
the United States is provided. 

It so happens that the Mexican fields are 
immediately adjacent to tidewater. They are 
enormously productive, and are worked by 
what probably is the cheapest labor in 
the civilized world. The refiners declare 
thet if Mexican oil can be brought into the 
United States free of duty it will be sent to 
New York by tank steamers at an extremely 
low rate for transportation and from there 
Will be distributed into the interior through 
the Standard’s wonderful pipe line system. 


Would Give Club to Standard.

Charles W. Vail Chosen in 
Place of Hanberg for 
Thirty-third Ward’s 
Spokesman. 


OUTCOME OF OLD STRIFE. 


Activity in Judicial Campaign 
Scheduled to Begin Next 
Monday and Tues- 
day. 


Trouble which has been brewing in the Re- 
publican organization in Cook county for a 
long time has bubbled to the surface, and 
the politicians have a sincere belief that the 
first open rupture between the state admin- 
istration and the city hall is now a matter of 
record. 

The circumstance which is referred to as 
evidence of the rupture between Gov. Deneen 
and Mayor Busse, through their political 
allies, is the fact that by formal resolution 
of a bare majority of the Republican precinct 
committeemen in the Thirty-third ward Com- 
missioner of Public Works John J. Hanberg 
of the Eighth ward has been thrown down 
as the spokesman for the ward in the execu- 
tive caucuses of the party chiefs, and Supe- 
rior Court Clerk Charles W. Vail of the 
Thirty-second ward is designated as the new 
political overiord of the southwestern corner 
of Chicago. 

Mr. Vail is the accredited spokesman for 
the Town of Lake wards—Gov. Deneen’s 
home territory—in all of the caucuses of the 
party managers. Mr. Hanberg occupies a 
similar position in party conferences as the 
representative of the Hyde Park wards, the 
Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, and Thirty-third, 
sharing this duty with State Chairman Roy 
O. West of the Seventh. 


Fight at Primaries Expected. 

What will happen is that the present ward 
committeeman, H. L. Lucas, allied with 
Hanberg and the city hall forces, will lead 
a no-quarter fight at the primaries next 
Spring to eliminate the insurgent faction 
which has adopted Vail as its political foster 
father, involving a direct alignment as be- 
tween the governor and the mayor. This is 
the forecast of both Mr. Vail and Mr. Han- 
berg. 

**I don’t care whether I represent them or 
not,”” said Mr. Hanberg. ‘I have no per- 
sonal interest in the row. The Thirty-third 
has been torn into factions for years and 
hasn't been able to represent itself. I will 
say, however, that I expect to be a member 
of the board of directors for some little time 
yet. If a fight is wanted I suppose it can be 
80 erranged.”’ ' 

Charlies W. Vail said: ‘‘I had nothing to 
do with starting this affair. The trouble has 
been brewing for a longtime. The south end 
of the ward always has acted with us, and 
now we have a majority of the organization. 
It looks as if the showdown is aboyvtto come. 
The bulk of the Republican strength in the 
ward is naturally favorable to Gov. Deneen, 
and the party workers probably feel that it 
would be preferable to be closely in touch 
with the governor's friends.’’ 


Wins on Test Vote. 

The resolutioh was adopted Thursday night 
at a meeting attended by thirty-two of the 
forty precinct committeemen elected at the 
primaries of Aug. 8. The test vote showed 
twenty-one for the Vail resolution, six 
against it, one blank ballot, and four not 
voting, making a majority of one in the en- 
tire membership of the organization for the 
resolution. 

The preamble said that “ the uncertain and 
semi-chaotic condition of the Republican or- 
ganization In the ward is such as to demanda 
change in the policy of said organization; the 
Republican organization has been so hope- 
lessly divided into hostile factions that, ap- 
parently, under the old policy and old condi- 
tions it seems Impossible to unite them.” 

It is then affirmed that the ward organ- 
ization should have the power to specify its 
representative in the supreme councils of 
the party machinery under the party consti- 
tution. The resolution follows: 

** Resolved, That we, the members of the 
executive committee of the Republican or- 
ganization of the Thirty-third ward, in caucus 
assembled, select and appoint Charles W. 
Vanm as our representative and that we do 
hereby empower and authorize him to speak 
for and represent the Republican organiga- 
tion of the Thirty-third ward in all meetings 
of the board of directors of the executive 
committee of the Republican organization 
of Cook county, and that he shall also speak 
for and represent said Republican organiza- 
tion of said ward in all party caucuses and 
in all matters pertaining to the welfare and 
interests of the Republican organization of 
the Thirty-third ward.”’ 


Recalls Lowden-Deneen Contest. 

The row in the ward dates back to the Low- 
den-Deneen gubernatorial primaries. The 
Pullman shops are in the Thirty-third, and 
there was heavy support for Frank O. Low- 
den, the ward dividing eleven delegates for 
Lowden and four for Deneen, voting that 
way throughout the famous deadlocked con- 
vention to the finish on the seventy-ninth 
ballot, when the nomination of Deneen was 
assured. H. L. Lywicas, now superintendent 
of the water pipe extension department in the 
office of Commissioner Hanberg, was made 
the committeeman at the time and has been 
ever since. 

This spring former Ald. William C. Hunt 
was defeated for renomination in a bitterly 
contested primary, and A. C. Metzger, nomi- 
nated through the influence of the Lucas 
forces, was then defeated at the election by 
Ald. Reading, Democrat. 


Judicial Campaign Activity. 

The real work of the judicial campaign wil! 
begin next weex, the Democrats beginning 
operations with the first of the series of re- 
ceptions for the nominees Monday night at 
the Sherman house. The Republican cam- 
paign begins with a big meeting in the Eighth 
ward Tuesday night at 9221 Commercial ave- 
nue. 

Phillip 8. Brown and Car! Stover are to file 
their formal notices of withdrawal from the 
Socialist judicial ticket, and the certificates, 
together with the certificates of the men who 
will take their places, will be filed today. 

The time limit for filing independent candi- 
dacies by petition for the judgeships expires 
today. No petitions as independents have as 
yet been file and none is expected. 

The executive committee of the United So- 
cieties for Local Self-Government wil! meet 
this afternoon to consider the pending char- 
ter bills at Springfield and to begin a canvass 
of the judicial candidates with reference to 
giving indorsement to any of the nominees,

“BLACK HAND” VICTIM SHOT 


Fourth Attempt to Murder Mari- 
ano Zagone May Be Successful. 


NEAR DEATH IN A HOSPITAL. 


Witnesses Fear to Tell Tragedy Details 
Lest They Share Fate. 


Mariano Zagone, a wealthy cigar manu- 
facturer, was shot and fatally wounded last 
night by a-supposed member of the Black 
Hand society while in the saloon of his son- 
in-law, Joseph Nicolast, at 134 Gault court. 

When the police arrived Zagone was lying 
unconscious on the sidewalk in front of the 
saloon, and when he was lifted a revolver 
was found under him. Nicolasi, his brother, 
Carmello, a partner In the saloon business, 
and the victim's wife were taken to the 
police station, and the wounded cigar maker 
was hurried to the Policlinic hospital. 

The police of the Chicago avenue station 
say Zagone on three occasions narrowly es- 
eaped death through his refusal to comply 
with the demands for money from members 
of a supposed Black Hand society. One of 
the shots fired at him a few months ago 
missed him, but wounded his son, Vincenso, 
in the leg as he'lay in bed. 

The police after questioning Mrs. Biagio 
Zagone, wife of the cigar maker, allowed her 
to go home, but they are holding the two 
Nicolasi brothers, who, they believe, know 
something of the shooting. 


In the Saloon When Shot. 

After finding Zagone on the sidewalk, the 
police entered the saloon and made inquiry 
of Joseph Nicolasi, who was behind the bar, 
as to his knowledge of the shooting. He 
declared he knew nothing whatever beyond 
the fact that he and a customer were in the 
place when the shot was fired shortly after 7 
o'clock. On hurrying to the sidewalk, he said, 
they found Zagone lying there. 

Dissatisfied with this explanation, the po- 
lice made a search and near the door a few 
feet from the cigar case of the saloon they 
found a chair in which they believe the vic- 
tim had been sitting at the time he was shot 
and‘a short distance away was a small spot 
of blood. With this clew to work on they 
made further search and in a pile of rags 
found a towel which had been used in re- 
moving the blood from the barroom floor be- 
fore their arrival. A closer inspection of the 
floor near the chair showed that Zagone had 
been wounded probably while reading a paper 
and fell to the floor when the bullet struck 
him, ~ 


Witnesses Fear to Talk. 

The police believe the Nicolasi brothers 
know something of the shooting and that 
they fear they would themselves become the 
next victime of an assassin if they give in- 
formation to the authorities. 

Mrs. Zagone, who was visiting her daugh- 
ter, who is the wife of Joseph Nicolasi, hur; 
ried to the street when she heard the shot 
fired. She told the police that as far @ 
she knew her husband never had received let- 
tera from members of the “ Black Hand,” 
although three times he had been fired on 
by an unseen assailant. The only trouble 
Zagone had ever been in, according to her 
statement to the police, was eight years ago, 
when he was taken Into custody by a govern- 
ment secret service man on suspicion of be- 
ing implicated in a counterfeiting scheme, 
but was found to be innocent. 


Four Attempts to Murdet. 

** My husband has been shot at by some one 
four times in the last two years,’’ said Mrs. 
Zagone. “ The first time and tonight were 
the only times he was wounded. The first 
time he was shot in the back while entering 
the house at night and a short time after 
he was able to leave his bed and sit up in 
a chair a shot was fired from the street 
through a window athim. This missed my 
husband, but wounded my son Vincenzo in 
the left leg and arm as he lay in bed. 

“ a few months ago he was shot at a third 
time, tbe bullet coming through the‘front 
door, but missed him. I never knew niy 


| 
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\found his father-in-law unconscious. 


husband had enemies, and don't believe he 
received letters from the Black Hand.”’ 

After making this statement Mrs. Zagone 
was allowed to go. 

Joseph Nicolasi denied all knowledge of 
the shooting, detlaring he was behind the 
bar at the time, and, on running to the street, 
The 
customer who was with him left the saloon 
before the arrival of the police. 


Will Not Explain Bloodstains. 

Nicolasi refused to explain the presence 
of the blood stains and the blood covered 
towel in the saloon. When pressed for a 
direct answer on ‘these points, he shrugged 
shoulders and with a frightened look an- 
swered: 

“I don't know.” 

The police are attempting to identify the 
fully loaded revolver found under the vic- 
tim. Mrs. Zagorne said it did not belong to 
her husband, and the Nicolasi brothers de- 
nied ownership of it. 

It is believed Zagone was sitting near the 
cigar case when the agent or member of the 
‘“ Black Hand ” opened the door and fired one 
shot at him. The presence of the fully loaded 
revolver is what is puzzling the police. 

Zagone is 47 years old. His residence is at 
68 Oak street. 


SEA FIGHT MADE AS SIMPLE 
AS SIGNALING FOR A WAITER. 


One Man by Pressing Button Can 
Shpot Off Whole Series of Guns if 
English Invention Succeeds. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, May 7.—The newspapers record 
the conclusion of trials of an important in- 
vention by Rear Admiral Sir Percy Scott, 
‘which, it is stated, will revolutionize naval 
gunnery. It abolishes gun laying by men 
in the barbettes and establishes absolute 
control of a gun or a series of guns from a 
fire control station by one man. 

The cruisers Good Hope, Argyll, and Arro- 
gant have been experimenting on the inven- 
tion, which is called a “ director.’”’ under 
Rear Admiral Scott's superintendence. The 
director’s action is entirely electrical. It 
ocmprises a series of instruments placed on 
the foretop and connected with electrical 
motors in the barbettes, which elevate the 
barbette guns and enable the gunnery officer 
to fire them simultaneously or separately by 
the mere pressure of a button. 

Sighting is done in the usual way and a 
range finder used. Should the fire control 
station be disabled the gune can be fired by 
gun layers as now. It is understood the ex- 
periments were successful, but they were 
secret, and details cannot be dbtained. 


HORSE THIEVES AGED 4 AND 5. 


Two Boys Who Ran Away from 
School Are Finally Taken in 
Charge by Police. 


Phillip Haggeman, 4 years old, and Charles 
Drew, 5 years old, ran away from school 
yesterday, stole a horse and wagon, and 
finally landed in the Chicago avenue station. 
According to police records they are the 
youngest “ horse thieves’ ever arrested. 

Mrs. H. Sweet, with whom the boys are 
living at 104 Delaware place, was notified 
and they were later taken to their homes. 

Phillip and Charles said they took the 
horse ‘‘ just for fun."’

Author of Novel ‘Pam’ No Long- 
er Wife of Von Hutten. 


SHE IS AMERICAN’ GIRL. 


Betsy Riddle of Erie Won Fame in Eu- 
rope After Her Marriage. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ROME, May 7.—Baroness von Hutten, the 
author of ¢#* Pam” and many other well 
known novels, has been divorced. The decree 
was granted to her husband today by the 
German court. The ground for the action 
was desertion. There was no alimony, and 
the baroness will be allowed to see ner chil- 
dren for one month each year. 

Baroness von Hutton was an American 
girl. Before her marriage she was Miss 
Betsy Riddk of Erie, Pa., niece of the late 
Tom gcott, president of the Pennsylvania 
railroad. Since last fall she has been living 
in Rome, she and her mother making their 
home at the Hotel Quirinal. 

The baroness, ever since she came to Eu- 
rope as the wife of von Hutten, has been 
known as one of the most brilliant and beau- 
tiful wor.cn of title in Europe. She néw 
is 34 years old, tall, and of a striking per- 
sonality. 


Couple Differ in Lives. 

It. was twelve years ago that Miss Riddle 
married Baron von Hutten, a plain, thrifty, 
matter of fact German. Sixty thousand dol- 
lars of his fortune was placed in trust for 
the children, and the baron is so thrifty that 
they not only lived on the income of this 
sum, but he paid off his debts, got his estate 
in good order, and saved money. 

The baroness is just as extravagant as he 
is saving. She began writing books in order 
to gain money. For the last seven years her 
books have brought in large sums in royal- 
ties, and she has splashed money round and 
over Europe and Asia. 

As two of her uncles are in the United 
States diplomatic service—John Riddle, am- 
bassador to Russia, and Edward C. O’Brien. 
minister to Japan—she had unusual social 
advantages. 


Baron Holds Two Children. 

‘‘ Pam,” as she is familiarly known, from 
her novel of that name, says she has traveled 
so much during the last seven years that she 
should be known as “ the queen of the sleep- 
ing car.” During that time she has spent 
only three months with her husband. Her 
children, Bubi ahd Betty, are respectively 
5 and 11 years oid. 

The barom and she have atways been 
friendly and they exchanged telegrams on 
anniversaries. He, however, never permit- 
ted the children to leave Germany without 
him, so whenever the mother wants to see 
them she has to invite the baron for a visit. 

Last autumn after he began divorce pro- 
ceedings he with the children visited her 
for a month at Castle San Giorgio, Porto 
Fino, Italy. After the visit they returned 
to the Von Hutten estate near Wurtzburg.

will control the price of American crude 
petroleum, because it will furnish the only 
market for that product. As the independent 
producers own 89 per cent of the oil in this 
country, they, of course would be the prin- 
cipal losers by the introduction of the Mexi- 
can product, and they would have to sell 
crude oil to the Standard at prices which 
that great monopoly would dictate. 

As a result of this condition of affairs, ac- 
cording to the independents, the introduction 
of Mexican oi] free of duty, instead of being 
a benefit to the consumers and resulting in 
lower prices, in the long run would increase 
the price of refined oil. It has been the his- 
tory of the Standard Oil company, they 
say, that wherever it has controlled a ter- 
ritory absolutely, it has put up the price to 
almost unheard of figures. Prices have gone 
down only when there has been active com- 
petition by independents. 


Will Raise Price to Consumer. 

The demand for a duty on Mexican oil, 
therefore, is based on the assertion that if it 
is permitted to come in free it will ruin the 
independent refiners so that when they are 
out of the way the Standard Oil company 
will be in a position to raise prices to the 
consumer all over the country, as it will 
then have no competition at all. 

It has been the customi to suppose that 
every oil refiner or producer, either secretly 
or openly, is a branch of the Standard Oil 
company. The figures seem to show that so 
far as the producers themselves are con- 
cerned this is untrue. The Standard Oil 
company finds it easier to control the price 
of crude oil than to produce it itself. 

Independents, as I have said, produce 8&9 
per cent of the petroleum used in this coun- 
try. This means that interests entirely out- 
side of Standard Oil are largely concerned 
and the general public as well because the 
production of crude petroleum at present 
averages a value of $126,000,000 a year, which 
is larger than the production of gold and 
silver in the United States. There are said 
to be 500,000 men engaged im the production 
of petroleum, and nine out of ten of them are 
employed in flelds which haye no connection 
with the Standard Oil company except that 
it is the greatest/buyer of crude oil. 


Production by States Surprising. 
The old days when the production of pe- 
troleum was associated with the country east 
of the Ohio have passedaway. The approxi- 
mate production of oil In the United States 
now by states will surprise some people. The 
yield by barrels every day for the important 
oil producing states is as follows:

As a matter of course the United States 
still is the greatest producer of petroleum in 
the world. Its proportion of the total product 
is something over 63 per cent, as compared 
with about 23 per cent in Russia and much 
smaller amounts in Sumatra, Java, Borneo, 
Galicia, Roumania, India, Japan, Mexico, 
Canada, Germany, Peru, and Italy. 


Mexican Flow Is Uncontrolled. 

These are the figures for 1907, but since 
then Mexico has struck its greatest gushers, 
one of which, the El! Bocas, is uncontrollable, 
and is still flowing at a rate of not less than 
10,000 barrels a day. It is asserted that the 
entire length of the gulf coast at the republic 
of Mexico, running 800 miles from the Rio 
Grande to Yucatan, is oil bearing territory 
extending far inlarid, and this same oi! coun- 
try even extends across the isthmus of 
Tehuantepec and up the west coast.

Cannon. Impresses Friends 
with Youthfulness as They 
Congratulate Him. 


FOLLOWS USUAL ROUTINE 


Second Biggest Man in Govern- 
ment by Force of Shrewd 


Personality. 
\ 


Washington, D. C., May 7.—[Special.]—A 
loose jointed man with a light, quick tread, 
wearing a flappy fitting black suit of clothes 
and a pearl gray boy’s style fedora hat, 
walked into his office in the capitol today. 
tie slammed the door behind him, yelled for 
Busbey, his secretary, then took a fresh 
cigar and began another.day of his forty- 
three years of public service at the age of 73. 

“ Uncle Joe” Cannon on his seventy-third 

birthday looked and acted precisely like 
“Unele Joe’’ has been looking and acting 
every birthday he has noted on the calendar 
in the last.ten years. His first duty of the 
day was acall on Prestdent Taft. He got the 
president's congratulations and headed for 
the capitol. 
_The first stop was at the committee on ap- 
propriations, where the speaker indulged in 
talk with James C, Course, a veteran clerk 
and one of his earliest confidants. After 
that the speaker read ‘his telegrams of con- 
gratulations, put on his nosegay, a red car- 
nation, the emblem of the “ Big Five”’ or- 
ganization in the house which is permitted to 
run things by Mr. Cannon. 


Stands Pat on Statement. 

The speaker stands pat on his declaration 
that “this ‘country is a hell of a success.’’ 
This was the quotation ascribed to the speak- 
er which properly summed up his estimate 
of the United States. 

“I don't believe I said it,” said the speaker 
‘today. ‘ It shocked a lot of good people, but 
it's true. In this country, where 90 per cent 
of the people are trying to push ahead, where 
they are racing to get in advance of the other 
10 per cent, it is up to those in the rear to try 
to equal them by using their mental! and 
physical ability. The country has no patience 
with those who are discontented and abnor- 
mal. There is applause for the one in front. 
The man who attains power and keeps it de- 
serves success. Carping and complaining 
will not advance a man in the race; he must 
put his best foot forward and try his hard- 
est.”’ 

These sentiments were born with “ Uncle 
Joe ’’ in Guilford, N. C., on May 7, 18386. It 
was the practice of these sentiments that got 
him into public life and kept him there. He 
has spent thirty-four years in the bouse of 
representatives. Prior to that eight years 
were given to the state of Illinois as district 
attorney. 


Always Trying His Best. 

In all that time Joseph G. Cannon has been 
trying, and trying hard. He had totry be- 
cause leadership in the house of representa- 
tives Is not a birthright or a legacy. The 
man who wins must be the best politician of 
the 390 other best politicians of the United 
States, 

When “* Uncle Joe ’’ was a small boy he was 
his mother’s favorite. He had a brother, 
William, better known as “ Bill,.”” a tow- 
headed youngster, whose habit of falling out 
of trees and getting his bones broken made 
his mother despair of his ability to fight the 
battle of Hfe. Before the mother of the two 
lads died she called on Joseph to watch over 
William. 

Joseph promised and took William to east- 
ern Illinois with him. -They went tnto busi- 
ness together, and then ‘“ Joe’’ found out 
that “‘ Bill,” the towheaded, was the bvust- 
ness man, he, “ Joe,’ the caretaker and 
guardian, the amusing end of the sketch. So 
when Brother Bill died several years ago be 
turned over to “ Uncle Jee”’ a fortune jot 
only big to Danville, Ill., but quite sizable\to 
the rest of the country. 


“Bill” Keeps Joe in Congress. 

It was Brother Bill who kept “Joe” in 
congress, and ft was Brother Bill who saw 
the advantages of ownership of public utill- 
ties in Danville. William was a good banker, 
also, and as for real estate speculation he 
invented that shrewd variety indigenous to 
the coal belt. 

The combined sagacity of ‘‘ Bill’ and “Joe”’ 
Cannon sent the Hon. Joseph G. Cannon down 
to Washington in December, 1873, as a rep- 
resentative from Illinois. Today he is the 
biggest man save one inthe government. No 
other man exerts the influence that is wield- 
ed by Speaker Cannon. 

Although 73 and weighed down by more 
problems and cares of state than many a 
younger man could shoulder, the speaker is 
frisky as a colt and likes to show it.. Ata 
dinner to the Jamestown survivors two weeks 
ago he danced a jig in competition with a boy 
of 25. He put such life In the “ Turkey in 
the Straw ’”’ that the Hungarian orchestra 
called it a day and quit with ** Uncle Joe” 
still shuffing. 

The speaker has a wholesome regard for 
the United States senate, but he has an old 
fashioned idea that the house is the superior 
branch. So it happens that when a messen- 
ger from the senate arrives and addresses 
‘** Mr. Speaker” with a lowly bow Mr. Can- 
non sits bolt upright and says, ‘‘ Mr. Secre- 
tary,’’ without the bow. A friend chided him 
for this and told him that it was customary 
to bow to the senate’s messenger. 

“The whole damn senate can’t make me 
bow to it, and I') be damned if I'll bow to 
one of its messengers,’’ said the speaker, set- 
tling that little matter. 

In commemoration of his birthday the Re- 
publican members of congress from North 
Carolina, where the speaker was born, pre- 
sented him with an unusually large dipper 
made of a gourd from the Tar Hee! state. 
This brought recollections of “ Uncle Joe’s ”’ 
boyhood days, when, he said, they used a dip- 
per of the same character in making maple 
sugar.

EXPECT MEN TO TELL TALES. 


Evidence That Indicted Employes Got 
B snus in Envelopes. 


New York, May 7.—{Specia!l.j—As the out- 
come of disclosures in the government's suit 
against the Amg¢rican Sugar Refining com- 
pany for cheating the United States in the 
weighing of sugar at the Brooklyn docks of 
Havemeyer & Elder, indictments against for- 
mer employés of the sugar trust were handed 
up to the Unfted Stater Circuit court before 
Judge Houg today. 

The sugar trust also has paid the govern- 
ment $2.000.000 in settlement of duties evaded 
by the use of fraudulent scales at the Have- 
meyer & Elder docks. The indictments are 
expected to lead to others, and as the men 
named in them have been discharged by the 
sugar trust, it is considered likely that some 
of them may turn state’s evidence. In that 
event, according to apparently well founded 
reports, there is a chance that individuals 
higher up in the sugar trust may be involved 
“in the frauds. 


Former Superintendent Involved. 

The men indicted today, who appeared and 
gave bail during the afternoon, are Oliver 
Spitzer, former superintendent of the Have- 
meyer & Elder docks, and Thomas Kehoe, a 
checker, who was arrested a few days ago 
in Brooklyn. Similar indictments were found 
some time ago in that federal district against 
Jean M. Voelker, Edward A. Boyle, J. R. 
Coyle, J. M. Halligan, and Paul J. Hennessy. 
The indictments charge that these men, while 
in the employ of the American Sugar Refin- 
ing company, conspired to defraud and cheat 
the United States by causing the returns te 
the United States weighers to be false and 
less than the true weights of the sugar im- 
ported. 

Spitzer wag in the employ of the sugar trust 
for more than thirty years, and the other 
men were known as the “ big six.”’ Evidence 
given by the government at the trial of the 
sugar trust showed that these six men re- 
ceived their pay in envelopes which contained 
more than the sums marked on the outside, 
and that their pay thus was considerably 
more than that of men doing similar work, 
but not on the government scales. Checkers 
supposed to get $13 a week actually got $18. 


Points at Men Higher Up. 

This is considered the strongest indication 
thus far made to the public that some one 
higher up in the organization of the sugar 
trust than dock employés were conversant 
with the system of cheating the United States 
by means of doctored scales. 

The accused men were represented by 
Henry F. Cochran. Special Deputy Attorney 
General Dennison appeared for the govern- 
ment. Dennison said the government would 
not require further hall from Kehoe. Spit- 
zer’s bail was fixed at $5,000, the others at 
$2,500 each.

the treasury why they think the oleomar- 
garine tax of $82,700 which the company re- 
cently paid to the collector of the internal 
revenue at Omaha should be returned. 

Around the treasury department the Cud- 
ahys are looked upon as being in something 
of a serious plight. If it can be proved that 
they put artificial coloring matter in the oleo- 
margarine and affixed one-fourth of 1 cent 
revenue stamps to the packages instead of 
Stamps denoting a tax of 10 cents a pound 
they are hardly likely to get any of their 
$82,700 back from the government nor are 
they likely to escape trial on the indictments 
which the grand jury at Omaha has found 
against them. 

The Cudahy company, however, apparently 
is taking a hopeful view of the matter, as it 
is reported that they hope to compromise the 
whole case for a matter of about $20,000, 
probably on the plea that the oleomargarine 
seized by the internal revenue inspectors in 
different parts of the west was colored else- 
where than in their factory. They are even ‘ 
hopeful, on the proper showing, of escaping 
the criminal proceedings which the depart 
ment of justice is preparing to institute. 

The alleged infraction of the oleomargarine 
law by the Cudahy company is the largest 
case of that sort with which the internal 
revenue department has had to deal.

Y eaas of Morse’s creditors believed he had 
managed to save considerable out of the 
wreck of his fortune, and it was in an effort 
to get at the facts that Bdward C. Jones, 
once a business associate of the fallen finan- 
cler, had him examined as to the state of 
his resources. 

Jones has a judgment of $171,275 against 
Morse. Lawyer Sol Hanford, who repre- 
sented Jones) asked Morse if he owned any 
stocks and bonds or other securities that 
hadn't actually been pledged to pay debts. 
Mr. Morse said he didn't. 


Gold Realty Stock to Gates. 

The only two pieces of realestate he owned 
in the fall of 1907 was one house at 728 Fifth 
avenue, which he conveyed to E. J. Ber- 
wind, and another which he conveyed to 
Mosley & Co. Morse testified that he held 
no stock’ in the Bath Trust company, that he 
didn’t own a share in the Butterick company,

Co., 1,000, and the remainder was pledged to 
the Bowling Green company and the Equit- 
able Trust company and 500 shares to the 
Chemical Cana! bank of Elmira.

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LAMBS AN EXPENSIVE LUXURY 


Fancy Colorados Sell at Highest 
Price Ever Known in Chicago. 


CAUSED BY HEAVY DEMAND. 


Housewives Are Compelled to Pay 10 
Cents Apiece for Chops. 


Fancy Colorado lambs sold at the stock- 
yards yesterday at $9.45 a hundred pounds, 
the highest ever obtained for the same class 
of stock on the Chicago market. In 1907, 
when foodstuffs generally were selling at un- 
precedented values, sales of Colorado lambs 
were made at $0.25, but during 1908 the best 
price obtained was $8.40. 

A buyer of lambs for one of the leading 
packing firms said his house received more 
orders for mutton at the present prices than 
it could fill, and he couJjd see no relief in sight 
until spring lambs began to come to market 
in large numbers. This will not be before the 
latter part of June, and until that time house- 
wives who wish to serve lamb or mutton will 
have to dig farther into their purses than 
ever before in the history of the sheep trade. 


Taste of Consumers Capricious. 

Another buyer was of the opinion that there 
would be no check to the upward trend of 
prices so long as the demand continued at the 
present volume. 

‘(There is nothing on this earth so incon- 
sistent as the American consumer,” said this 
trader. ‘‘ When prices were $2 a hundred 
pounds lower we had our coolers full of lamb 
and mutton for which we could find no outlet. 
Now, however, with prices at fhe highest 
level in the history of the sheep trade, we find 
it impossible to fill the orders which we re- 
ceive. So long as this demand continues 
prices will continue to climb, but let the con- 
sumer turn to some other meat and prices 
will descend so fast that it will make those 
sheep growers who are now 80 elated believe 
there is no such a thing as a market for live 
muttons.”’ 

“French” Lamb Chops Dear. 

The housewife who wants an order of 
“French " lamb chops is obliged to buy at 
the rate of 10 cents each, one chop after being 
trimmed seldom weighing more than a quar- 
ter of a pound. 

Ordinary lamb chops sold over the retail 
counter at 25 to 80 cents a pound, shoulder 
chops sold at 15 cents, mutton for stew 
brought 10 cents, and a leg of lamb cost 18 to 
29 cents a pound. All of these prices showed 
an advance of from 5 to 10 cents a pound over 
the figures prevailing a little less than a 
month ago. 

“A year ago at this time we -were selling 
mutton for stew te 4owntown restaurants at 
$2.50 to $3 a hunared pounds,” said Ned Grefe 
of 256 North Clark street. “ Now, however, 
we are forceé to charge more than three 
times as much for the same grade of meat, 
and we are not at all anxious to place orders 
at the price. The shortage in sheep and 
jambs probably has had more influence on 
prices this year than !t could have had in pre- 
vious years, owing to the fact that dealers 
were not prepared for the sudden decrease in 
supplies. As a rule enough stock is placed in 
coolers during the fall months to tide the 
trade over a dearth of stock in the spring, but 
financial conditions last fall were such that 
traders did not take their usual precautions, 
and this upturn in prices is the result.

“Both Jimmie and myself have tried to 
tell the whole story in connection with this 
case. We have not been permitted to do so. 
It is not justice. Everything should be heard 
and thrashed out. As for myself, I will 
commit suicide before I go to the peniten- 


tiary.’’

Adelia Shores Goes Down in 


Lake Superior, According 
to Duluth Advices, 


VESSEL A WEEK OVERDUE 


News of Wreck Brought by An- 
other Ship Which Passed 
Floating Debris. 


Duluth, Minn., May 7.—Advices received 
here tonight indicate that the steamer 
Shores, six days overdue at Duluth. went 
down off White Fish Point in Lake Superior 
with all on board. The crew and passengers 
numbered twenty-one. 

Capt. 8. Holmes, 35 years old, of Milwau- 
kee, was in charge of the boat. The engineer 
was R. 8. Nott. The crew numbered thirteen 
men. 

News of the supposed wreck was brought 
to Duluth by the crew of the steamer North 
Wind, who say that as the latter was passing 
White Fish Point on the way. up they discov- 
ered wreckage strewn all over the lake, and 
in their opinion it belonged to the Shores. 


Belief of Loss Strengthened. 


The fact that the vessel was a week over- 
due at Duluth and no word of it has been re- 
ceived adds strength to thetheory that it was 
lost. 

The Adelia Shores belonged to the S.-O. 
Neff Transportation company of Milwaukee, 
Wis., and is said to have been upbound from 
Michigan with a load of salt. The ship was 
of 1,250 tons. The names of the crew and 
passengers are not obtainable at this point. 

Telegraphic advices from various points 
between Duluth and the Soo are being mo- 
mentarily awaited by many here, who have 
given up all hope that the boat or any on 
board were saved. 


One of Lake’s Worst Gales. 


The gale in which the ship is supposed to 
have foundered last week andin which also 


the Aurania, the Russia, and the Nestor went 
down, was one of the flercest in the history of 
Lake Superior for this season of the year. 
The wind at times gained a velocity of sev- 
enty miles an hour. 

This, together with the fact that a violent 
snowstorm prevailed for three days, made 
navigation extremely perilous for ships that 
were caught away from land: and in the 
trough of the sea. 


SHIP HITS AN ICEBERG. 

St. Johns, N. F., May 7.—The steamer Lake 
Champlain, bound from Liverpool to Mon- 
treal, put in here today leaking from a hole 
stove in its bow by heavy ice off Cape Race 
yesterday. There are about a thousand pas- 
sengers on board. 

It was about 6:30 o'clock last evening 
when the Champlain struck a small iceberg 
on its port bow during a dense fog. The pas- 
sengers were all at dinner when the mishap 
occurred and ran to the decks. 

They were assured there was no danger, and 
went below againgand resumed their din- 
ner. The steamer backed away from the ice 
and, swinging around, headed up the coast, 
the pumps easily controlling the leak in the 
forward compartment.

BEGINNING OF END IS NEAR 
IN THE TRIAL OF CAPT. HAINS. 


Both Prosecution and Defense Profess 
Confidence as to the Outcome of the 
Noted Murder Case. 


Flushing, N. Y., May 7.—After a breathing 
spell of two days—tomorrow and Sunday— 
the Hains trial will reach the beginning of 
the end. On Monday both sides will sum up, 
and unless some unforeseen delay arises, 
Justice Garretson will charge the jury on 
Tuesday. Thereafter the fate of Capt. Peter 
C. Hains Jr., U. 8. A., on trial for the murder 
of William E. Annis, will be in the handsgft 
twelve men. 

Both prosecution and defense profess con- 
fidence as to the outcome. District Attorney 
Dewitt said he could not see any other result 
but a verdict of guilty as charged in the in- 
dictment. Counsel for the defense say they 
fee] sure of their client’s acquittal.

They all expressed the opinion 
that Capt. Hains was sane at the time he shot 
and killed Annis.

BOTH SIDES IN LABOR FIGHT 
IN FRANCE DIRECT IN SECRET. 


Evidence That Formation of Postmen’s 
Syndicate Was Step to Place Govern- 
ment at Federation’s Mercy. 


PARIS, May 7.—It is to be a fight generaled 
in secret—the struggle for supremacy now on 
between the labor interests and the govern- 
ment. In closed rooms the plans of each side 
will be laid and from there directions will be 
issued. 

This fact was disclosed today when the 
postmen’s syndicate refused to give any fur- 
ther communications to the press, Like the 
government, it has decided to keep its method 
of procedure in the dark. 

Evidence accumulates that the formation 
of the syndicate yesterday was only the first 
step in a far reaching plan of the Genera! 
Federation of Labor to place the entire ma- 
chinery of the government at its mercy. 

Both public sympathy and the law seem 
to be clearly against the syndicate. The 
newspapers, with the exception of the ex- 
treme Socialist organs, denounce the stand 
taken by the association as an act of re- 
bellion and urge the government to crush the 
insurrection. ‘The attorney general has be- 
gun proceedings in the tribunal of the Seine 
for the dissolution of the syndicate. 

Several meetings of postal employés were 
held tonight, but the attendance at them was 
sparse. The speakers urged an active prop- 
aganda in the various bureaus so that the 
strike would be an overwhelming one when 
the moment for it arrived. 

The Congress of lroad men at a secret 
session decided to submit the question of a 
general strike to a referendum, and appoint- 
ed a permanent strike committee. 

Dispatches from Havre, Lyons, and other 
cities say that the Posts, Telegraphs, and 
Telephone Employés’ association has voted 
in principle for a general strike. 


Vote for Strike in Corsica. 


AJACCIO, Corsica, May 7.—The railroad 
employés on the Corsican lines voted today 
to commence a general strike Sunday. 


JOAN OF ARC FETE IMPRESSIVE. 


Ceremony of Turning Over to Cathedral 
the Banner Performed by the 
Mayor of Orleans. 


ORLEANS, France; May 7.—To the accom- 
paniment of roaring cannon and the pealing 
of the great chimes, the ceremony of turn- 
ing over to the cathedral and the clergy 
the banner of Joan of Arc was performed 
by the mayor tonight. 

Forty-two bishops, with miter and crozier, 
were massed in front ofthe cathedral to re- 
ceive the oriflamme. The troops and the 
garrison bands formed a torchlight parade 
and escorted the mayor through the principal 
streets of the city to the cathedral, which 
was magnificently illuminated for the occa- 
sion. Over 100,000 spectators, many of them 
pilgrims from various parts of the republic, 
witnessed the procession and the presenta- 
tion. 

The fétes will continue tomorrow and Sun- 
day and will be especially elaborate on ac- 
count of the recent beatification of Joan of 
Are. 


AMERICANS TO GIVE POPE AUTO. 


Handsome Machine Built at Turin Espe- 
cially Adapted for Use Within 
Vatican Gardens. 


TURIN, May 7.—A manufactory here has 
built for several Americans an automobile 
which will be presented by them to Pope 
Pius. It is a handsome machine, especially 
adapted for use within the vatican gardens. 
It is elegantly equipped, being lined with 
white leather and having on the left side a 
gold medal of St. Joseph, the pope’s patron 
saint. On the right side there is a pocket 
which will contain a richly bound breviary. 
The pontifical arms will adorn the doors. 
The interior of the car will be lighted by elec- 
tricity.

MISSION SCHOOL BURNED. 


Women of Kessab in Long Flight 
Over Mountains to Escape 
the Turks. 


New York, May 7.—A petition now in cireu- 
lation here for signatures asking that further 
steps be taken to prevent the recurrence of 
massacres of Christians in Turkey will be 
sent to President Taft at Washington within 
a day ortwo. Dean George W. Kirchwey of 
Columbia, chairman of the committee of five 
which revised the petition. will present ft to 
the president. The petition is as follows: 

“The undersigned, citizens of New York, 
have learned with great Satisfaction that 
measures have been taken by the president 
for the relief of the situation in Asia Minor. 
We are thankful that the national govern- 
ment is aroused to the crisis. Weare glad to 
know that vessele of our navy have been dis- 
patched to Turkish waters, that the good of- 
fices of our government are enlisted, and that 
we may cherish the hope of an early termina- 
tion of the atrocities which are now being 
perpetrated in the sultan’s domains. That 
the American government should take ef- 
fective interest in the cause of the oppressed 
is in line with our most cherished traditions. 

** While we recognize the fact that the 
United States government was not a signa- 
tory to the treaty of Berlin, which dealt with 
the relations of Turkey to its Christian sub- 
jects, we respectfully urge the department of 
state to bring to the attention of the powers 
of Europe, upon whom the responsibility for 
the continuation of affairs rests, and also to 
the attention of the constitutional govern- 
ment of Turkey the strong sense of mora] in- 
dignation with which the American people 
regard these unspeakable outrages upon hu- 
manity.”’ 


AMERICAN SCHOOL IS DESTROYED. 

BEIRUT, Asiatic Turkey, May 7.—An in- 
vestigator who has just returned from a trip 
to Kessab reports that all the American prop- 
erty at that place has been destroyed by the 
Moslem raiders. The American property 
there consists of a girls’ high school under the 
direction of Mise Effie N. Chambers. Three- 
fourths of the native houses also have been 
destroyed. $ 

That the casualties at Kessab were not 
greater is due to the fact that many women 
and children left the town the night before 
its destruction and found refuge in the sur- 
rounding country or in the Celaduran valley. 

The Turks divided into two bands. One en- 
tered the town and the other pursued the 
women. Some of the women fugitives were 
not able to keep up and hid in caves by the 
way. Whether they are safe or not is not 
known. Others escaped up a steep path over 
the mountains to Bedroosovet, a village far- 
ther to the south. Although Bedroosovet is 
a Moslem community, the people received 
the Armenian women kindly and hid them 
from the pursuing Turks. 2, 


Armenians Blamed for Trouble. 

PARIS. May 7.—A private letter received 
here from an officer on board the French 
armored cruiser Victor Hugo, at Mersina, 
dated April 24, while fully confirming the 
horror of the recent massacres, says the 
previous attitude of the Armenian population 
undoubtedly was provocative. 

The writer asserts that after the proclama- 
tion of the Turkish constitution tn July of 
last year the Armenians became insolent and 
quarrelsome. They boasted openly of their 
separatist intentions and of their purpose of 
reéstablishing the Armenian kingdom. At 
Armenian theaters plays were produced 
flouting the Turks, the authors of these 
pieces going back to the days of Tamerlane 
to find subjects with which to inflame the 
hatred against Mussulman oppression. 


Abdul’s Money in New York. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 7.—The pariia- 
mentary commission, which is taking an in- 
ventory of the contents of the imperial palace 
at Yildiz, has learned that Abdul Hamid de- 
posited during recent months considerable 
sums of money in New York banks through a 
confidential agent. The amounts thus sent 
to America and the names of the institutions 
holaing them are, however, strictly withheld. 

It appears that Abdul Hamid has in the 
neighborhood of $10,000,000 in German banks.

CHANCE FOR BRIGHT PUPILS. 


Yale Scholarship Trust of Chicago Is 
Sending Out Letters Asking Appli- 
cations for University Careers. 


The Yale scholarship trust of Chicago is 
sending out letters asking for applications. 
This trust has now been organized for some 
years, and five men are receiving its benefits. 

The first student, Howaru F. Bishop, is 
completing his course in the law school, hav- 
ing started in the class of 1907 after graduat- 
ing the first of his class from the R. A. Walle 
High school. He has been elected the editor 
of the Yale Literary Magazine and the T. G. 
Waterman scholarship of $800 has been 
awarded to him, which made it unnecessary 
for him to call upon the trust for funds dur- 
ing his senior year. 

The candidates are chosen on a basis of 
personal character and scholarship, and only 
young men who cannot go to Yale without 
financial aid are admitted.

The trustees make an annua! loan of $600, 
disbursed in installments, which terminate 
on the failure of any scholar to meet the 
standard of capacity and scholarship which 
the trustees may reasonably fix. Only young

GREEDY MANUFACTURERS. 

There were tot so many commercial 
faifures in the United States last month 
as there were during April of 1908. 
There was also a gratifying decrease of 
20 per cent Mm the amount of defaulted 
liabilities. The dectease was the emall 
est for brokers and transporters and the 
latgest for matiufacturers, being nearly 
40 per cent. The manufacturers_who made 
the best showing were those who mant- 
facture cottons, Jace, and hosiery. Not one 
of them failed last month, and the de- 
faulted liabilities for April of last year 
‘were only $4,600. 

These prosperous manufacturers are 
importing more Egyptian’ cotton than they 
did last year, which indicates that they 
are doing more business. They ate éx- 
porting twiee as many yards of dyed, 
colored, or printed cloths as are imported. 
And yet they are demanding more pro- 
tection. They ate at Washington aseur- 
ing congressmen ,that they will be ruined 
by foreign competition ufiless something 
is done for their more than a century old 
“infant industry.” 

The committee on ways and means was 
taken in by their pitiful tale. It took for 
gospel their untruthful statements as to 
the low cost of production abroad, The 
finance committee was equally willing to 
be deceived. It agreed with the manu- 
facturers that the Dingley law duties— 


| which they themselves wrote—were not 


high enough in some particulars and 
voted to raise them. These increases 
would shut out some foreign goods and 
enable manufacturers to reap larger prof- 
its. 

But the statistics of commercial fail- 
ures show that they have nothing to com- 
plain of. Those who have cause for 
complaint are the millions of consumers 
who have for years been obliged to pay 
too much for various cotton fabrics and 
who would have to pay more !f either the 
Payne or the Aldrich bill were to become 
a law.

ILLINOIS APPROPRIATIONS. 

The secretary of the treasury sends to 
cotigress annually the book of estimates. 
It is a volumfhous volume, if which con- 
gressmén find in the fullest detail the 
appropriations which each department of 
the public service would like to get for 
the next fiscal year.’ The old system of 
throwing a huge mass of unrevised esti- 
mates at the head of congress has been 
abandoned. Henceforth they will be co- 
ordinated under the direction of the pres- 
ident. The available revenue and tha 
comparative importance of the appropri- 
ations asked for will be taken into con- 
sideration. 

The City club makes the sensible 
recommendation that the same policy be 
adopted at Springfield. ‘There is greater 
need of it there than at Washington. No 
book of estimates is laid before the leg- 
islature, and only the members of the 
committees on appropriations have the 
remotest idea of the total sum asked for. 
The appropriation bills have been framed 


rwith so little regard to the possible reve- 


nue as to call for $29,500,000, while tho 
revenue, unless there shall be a higher 
tax rate, will be, only $19,200,000. 

There will have to be a trimming down 
of appropriations, and it will not always 
be done wisely. Meritorious demands 
will be passed over and some which could 
well wait will be attended to. The City 
club suggests that this blind, crnde, 
faulty way of doing business be aban- 
doned. It would have the requests for 
appropriations by state institutions and 
departments sent to the governor before 
the meeting of the general assembly. 
Then he could classify, itemize, and co- 
ordinate them and present them to the 
legislature with tables showing the per 
centage of increase or decrease for each 
item. Then intelligent legislation would 
become possible. 

The general assembly should by joiat 
resolution adopt the better system urged 
by the City club. It should also pass the 
bill for the appointment of a commission 
to revise the revenue laws of the state. 
That revision is even more needed than 
the cotrdination of estimates. 


THE REFERENDUM ON BONDS. 

Three bills providing for a referendum 
on municipal bond issues have been intro- 
duced in the legislature, one in the senate, 
by Senator Jones; two in the house, by 
Representatives Wilson and Hull, respec- 
tively. One of these measures should 
pass. 

The mayor's bond bills are intended to 
meet urgent needs of the city through the 
increase of the city’s bonding power with- 
out the increase of the tax rate. Tup 
TrisuNne approves the general purpose of 
these bills, but at the same time it be- 
lieves it would be a mistake to fail to 
provide the check of the referendum. The 
Association of Commerce is mistaken in 
viewing this reasonable requirement as a 
criticism of our officials. It is, however, 
a-recognition of the possibilities of the 
future founded on experience, and this is 
a consideration that is not in common 
sense to be so lightly disposed of. 

‘Tup Trisune already has emphasized 
the fact that bond issues’ seldom are -; 
vetoed through the referendum. On the 
contrary, the people are disposed to give 
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Repeated reports of progress in nego- 
tiations for the consolidation of the ele- 
vated roads have lept alive hope of this 
highly désirable accomplishment.

As to the details of this plan and the 
interest of the public them, it is, of 
course, fot thé time for ussion. But 
‘the community will watch developments 
with considerable concert. It has become 
a truth of general recognition, and per- 
haps the aspect of our traction situation 
most apparent, that we shall not have 
adequate transit facilities until we have 
consolidation. Through routing, one vf 
the most urgent requirements, may be 
partially enforced, but partially only. 
The thorough codrdination and coipera- 
tion necessary to full efficiency will arrive 
only with general ufification or virtual 
consolidation. 

The first step, it seems likely, is to be 
taken by the, elevated roads, but Chicago 
will continue to look forward to a system 
composed of all our present interurban 
#éystems, with a subway and ample access 
to the city’s center for all the roads that 
serve our great tributary region. 

After many years of tribulation, Chi- 
cago has made a good beginning upon 
this work, and she will not be content 
until it is complete. 


TESTING THE ROADS. 

Another national good roads congress 
is to be held at Baltimore and Washington 
within ten days. It will seek means of 
encouragement of the grow belief that 
better highways are esséntial to the pros 
perity of the country. But) the officials 
in charge of systematic roa construction 
in the state of New York declared not 
long ago that it is practically useless to 
make outlays for the work unless some 
effective method of overcoming the de- 
structiveness of the automobile is discov- 
ered, The annual reports of park com- 
missioners, here and there, tell the same 
sort of tale. 

It is interesting, therefore, .to note that 
the American Automobile association has 
determined to colsperate with the director 
of public roads of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture in a series of 
severe tests designed to discover just what 
damage the automobile does to the road 
eurface and, second, what the best meas- 
ures to be taken in the premises are, 
Al) the automobile trade and manufactar- 
ing bodies affiliated with the A. A, A. will 
unite heartily in the plan. 

The large amount of adverse criticism 
and particularly the hostile legislation 
against the automobile in many states 
bave led to the determination to find out 
the facts. It appears to be a sensible 
plan. With definite data as a basis for 
study, there will be much better chance 
for uniform legislation that will be mind- 
ful of the interests of the taxpaying pub- 
lic and at the same time reasonable and 
fair to those who are investing great sums 
of money in an industry that is going for- 
ward by leaps and bounds,

She was the daughter of agentleman farmer 
at Tofthill, near Rugby, of the name 6tf Sam- 
uel Berridge, who was well known a4 a suc- 
cessful breeder of shire horse@ and/heavy~ 
weight hunters, as well as of coursing grey- 
hounds. Mrs. Berridge was the daughter of 
a clergyman of the Church of England. 
Squire Berridge diead when his daughter 
Stella was about 17 years old, and as he left 
his family nearly penniless, and she had a 
taste for theatricals, she went on the stage 
in order to support herself and her family, 
only quitting it to marry the earl of Clon- 
mell, The Berridges were popular in the 
Rugby district of Yorkshire, and the fact 
that Lady Clonmel) was born and raised 
there no doubt will contribute to the success 
of her husband’s election for the constitu- 
ency. 

Lord Clonmel! is well known in America, 
where he spent a year and a half prior to his 
marriage, lying for several weeks at the 
Waldorf-Astoria im New York at the point 
of death with pneumonia and typhoid fever. 
His presence in this country wae in connec- 
tion with the cattle trade, in which he was 
and still remains interested, as a successful 
breeder. He tells an amusing story of meet- 
ing in the café of the Wallorf-Astoria one 
of the former tenants of his Bishopscourt 
estate in County Kildare, a man of the name 
of Dunne—nto relation, of course, to our 
friend, Martin Dooley. Mr. Dunne got quite 
confidential over a glass of “the cratur,” 
and remarked, “‘America is a wonderful 
country! Here you and I are drinking to- 
gether, hob and nob, while tn the old country 
I could not get near enough to hit you with a 
shotgun. I know it, because I used to try.”

Lord Clonmell has met with numerous ac- 
cidents, and may be said in a measure to have 
inherited his ill luck. For his father felb 
from a drag and sustained most sérious in- 
juries, which brought on paralysis and death 
in the prime of life, while the late earl’s 
younger brother, the Hon. Louis Scott, also 
met with an accident while out driving 
which not only crippled him but likewise un- 
hinged his mind. 

The founder of the family and the first earl 
of the line was John Scott, who was elevated 
to the peerage for his services as lord chief 
justice of Ireland toward the close of the 
eighteenth céntury. The ancient Irish town 
of Clonmel, which means “ Vale of Honey,” 
noted as the birthplace of Sterne, is spelled 
with one “1,” but Lord Chief Justice Scott 
when his peerage was made out induced

the document with two “ls,"" Ulster explain- 
ing the matter afterward by the remark that 
‘‘we all know John Soott. Give him one ell 
and he. warts two.” He married a great 
hetrees, the daughter of Patrick Lawiese of 
County Limerick, which caused people to in- 
timate that he owed his fortune to the fact 
that ‘“‘he stuck to the law and married a 
Lawless.” 

The fourth earl was popular in the '70s. 
He had more than the ordinary share of 
Irish humor, and innumerable etories still 
are current of him. There is one which 
relates to the idlosyncrasy, of the late earl 
of Carew, who, though rich, was so parsi- 
monious that he insisted upon having peat 
burned in all the rooms of his country house 
instead of coal. The latter was strictly 
barred, on the plea that its fumes damaged 
the paintings, the ceflings, the hangings, etc. 
Now, .peat does not dispense a great amount 
of heat, and’ Lord Clonmell suffered so much 
from cold-on one occasion while staying with 
the Carews that the next time he came he 
made provision to secure warmth, and 
brought antong his baggage an immense 
Saratoga trunk full of coal. Unfortunately, 
as it was béing carried upstairs by a couple 
of men, the bottom dropped out and nearly a 
couple of hundredweight of coal went thun- 
dering down the stairs, ruining the carpets. 
After that there was no more difficulty about 
coal fires at Castile Boro. 
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Among the many new imposts that are be- 
ing inaugurated in Germany for the purpose 
of meeting the ever increasing expenditure 
in connection with the army and navy there 
are some which meet with general approval, 
but which stand in need of explanation, since 
they are otherwise liable to be misunder- 
stood. Thus the Prussian government lately 
has almost doubled the fees and stamp dues 
payable on titles of nobility, and the stamp 
dues alone for a patent of duke amount to 
son $3,000, exclusive of all the other fees. 
The stamp dues for a patent of furst or 
prince amount to about $2,000, those of a 
count to $1,500, and of a baron to $1,000. The 
remaining fees and dues payable dmount in 
each instane¢e to three and even four times 
as much again, and the mere bestowal of 
hereditary nobility without any title may be 
estimated as costing between 82,000 and 
$3,000. : " 

It would be wrong to regard the money 
thus paid in these dues and stamps as par- 
taking of the nature of barter and sale. 
For while some of the petty German gov- 
ernments are exceedingly free in their be- 
stowal of nobility and of titles, Prussia, 
Wiirtemberg, Saxony, and Bavaria are ex- 
tremely chafy about the concession of these 
distinctions. The tities of count, and even 
of baron, are restricted almost wholly to 
recognition for services rendered to the 
reigning house or to the state, and before the 
patent is signed the candidate for the honors, 
if he is to receive the title of count, must 
show that he has landed property yielding 
}a minimum annual yearly income of nearly 
$20,000, while in the case of a baron estates 
to the tune of $12,000 a year are required. 
In many instances the title Is made condi- 
‘tional on the possession of property which 
must be entailed, and in all the four king- 
doms mentioned the practice has been if- 
augurated of restricting the tithe tothe “ ma- 
joratsherr,’’ that is to say, the chief of the 
family and owner of the estate, the younger 
members of the family having to remain con- 
tent *with the mere nobiliary particle of 
** yon.”’ 

An instance in point is that furnished tn 
connection with the death last fall of Gen. 
Count Hulsen-Haeseler, when at his death 
the family property passed by virtue of the 
entail, mot to his perfectly legitimate sons 
but to his brother, the director general of the 
court theaters at Berlin. As the title of 
count was associated with the property and 
had been granted conditionally on the pos- 
session of the estates in question, it has gone 
to the general's brother and not to his sons, 

Emperor William has gone a step still fur- 
ther. For he is so afraid that the heir to a 
title bestowed by him may be unworthy of

But I note that in 
newspaper comment a great deal is said as 
to the question being “‘ up to ” the stockhold- 
ers of the South Side and the Metropolitan 
roads, assuming the ready consent of the 
stockholders of the Northwestern road. 

In the interests of harmony, for this ter- 
minal company, it is a good idea to treat the 
Northwestern and Oak Park roads as one, 
but the holders of Northwestern common 
stock will not overlook the fact that every 
cent earned by the terminal company, 
through its loop ownership, comes directly 
out of their pockets, as this great asset in 
effect belongs to the Northwestern common 
stock, and this asset is not to be leased, but 
to be sold. 

I should say that the plan is a fine thing 
for the stockholders of the Metropolitan and 
the South Side roads, but that the common 
stockholders of the Northwestern should be 
given some of the common stock of the ter- 
minal company, and should know exactly 
their standing as to sharing in the proposed 
“ additional amount available.’’ They are 
entitled to practically all of it.

A Shaw Comedy at Hull House. 


The Hull House Dramatic association pre- 
sented Bernard Shaw's comedy, “The Devil's 
Disciple,” last evening in Hull house theater 
and again demonstrated brilliantly the ex- 
cellence of the training tle members are re- 
celving and the high finish of the work they 
are doing. The performance moved with a 
smoothness and ease which spoke of pro- 
fessional rather tham amateur forces en- 
gaged in it, and the characterization, the 
stage business, the movement, and the group- 
ing was 4ll of a kind that would have done 
full credit to a company dally busied with 
public stage work. 

To accomplish such results with a Shaw 
comedy is to perform a task peculiarly dif- 
ficult, for the subtle satire and the frequent 
double meaning of the clever Britisher’s text 
are dulled and lost if the lines be not skill- 
fully spoken and the accompanying action 
be not so planned and so timed that it be- 
comes Uluminative. Many a professional 
band of players fall short when attempting 
Shaw, and that the Hull house association 
succeeds as well as it did last evening places 
a large honor mark to its credit and to the 
credit of Laura Dainty Pelham, whose ex- 
perience and care have brought the members 
to such proficiency. 

“The Devil's Disciple” is not the most 
biting of the Shaw satires, but it still has nip 
to it, and is delightfully entertaining and 
amusing. It peters out at the end, as does 
nearly every play Shaw has written, but up 
to the scene of the hanging it is skillfully 
planned and effective. The staging last 
evening was simple as it ever is at Hull 
house, but was sufficient to supply the needed 
suggestion, the costuming was attractive, 
and the stage management of the best. All 
the players did admirable work, but particu- 
larly deserving of commendation were the 
Essie of Debwah McGrath, the Judith of 
Helen Silverman, the Christie of Jos Mar- 
solais, and the Anthony of Louis Alter. 
Maud Smith was praise meriting as Mrs. 
Dudgeon, and Mansel B. Greene, although 
not the equal in technical finish and surety 
of his associates, did much with the exacting 
role of Dick that was of value and effective- 
ness. The performance will be repeated next 
Friday evening at Hull house, and admirers 
of Shaw who care to see a neat presentment 
of one of his rarely given comedies will do 
well to attend.

TRIBUTE TO H. W. LONGFELLOW 
IS PAID BY MANY NATIONS. 


New Statue to American Poet Un- 
veiled by Diplomats and Distin- 
guished Men at Washington. 


Washington, D. C., May 7.—The nations of 
the world, through their diplomatic repre- 
sentatives, today joined with America in 
paying tribute to the memory of Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow, when a statue to 
“ America's most popular poet” was un- 
velled with imposing ceremonies in the fash- 
lonable center of the national capital. 

Assembled to honor the life and memory of 
the poet, in addition to the members of the 
diplomatic corps, were Attorney General 
Wickersham, the persona! representative of 
President Taft, men distinguished tn letters, 
and many of the descendants of Longfellow. 

The splendid bronze statue is located in a 
park at the intersection of Connecticut ave- 
nue and M street, northwest. It represents 
the poet seated with a book in his hand, and 
is placed upon a block of bonacord granite 
brought from Sweden and carved in Scotland. 
A feature of the exercises was that the 
grandchild of the poet, Miss Erica Thorpe of 
Cambridge, Mass., pulled the silken cord 
which unvelled the statue. 

Chief Justice Fuller of the United States 
Supreme court and president of the Long- 
fellow Memorial association, presided, and 
popular airs were rendered by the marine 
band. The presentation of the statute was 
made by Brainard H. Warner, treasurer of 
the memorial association, and was accepted 
on behalf of the nation by Attorney Genera] 
Wickersham. 


ARMY ENGINEER REPORTS

Results of Inquiry Actuated by Senator 
Cullom at Instigation of Business In- 
terests Forwarded to Washington.

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| MARION CRAWFORD’S LAST 
NOVEL, “THE WHITE SIs-

Something About the Literary 
Habits of This Prolific and Versa. 
tile Author. . 


OLLOWING closely upon the death of | 

Mr. Marion Crawford comes a novel 

from his pen, “THE WHIT®P sis- | 

TER.” It is, Ike so many of his 

stories, a tale of Italy. This time it is 
modern Rome with which he deals. Like all 
of Mr. Crawford's novels, “ The White Sis- 
ter” is a real story, as Mr. Crawford was a 
real story teller. Whatever one may say of 
his manner, whatever one may have to offer 
in criticism of his work, his gift as a story 
teller.can never be denied. I do not think 
that, with all his popularity, the work of Mr. 
Crawford has been thoroughly appreciated; 
pecause he wrote 80 many novels people 
thought that they could not all be good. 
This is an excellent theory, but in his case 
Some of his stories 
wers better than others, as is the case of 
every novelist who ever wrote. I am sure 
that some of Balzac’s are better than others, 
that some of Dickens’ are better than others, 
and surely some of Thackeray's novels are 
better than others! Why, therefore, should 
not some of Mr. Crawford's novels stand out 
more conspicuously than some of their fel- 
jows? Mr. Crawford could accomplish a 
great deal because he wrote methodically. 
He had a magnificent physique, he had high 
health, and he had application and method. 
You only have to see his handwriting to 
realize that he was a man of method rather 
than of inspiration. He regarded novel writ- 
ing as a profession, which it certainly is, just 
as much as the law is a profession or as med- 
icine is a profession. When he was in this 
country he had a room in the Macmillan 
building to which he retired at a certain 
hour every day and wrote fora certain length 
of time. If one writes in this way one can 
accomplish a much greater amount of work 
than by waiting for inspiration, which may 
never come, 


The only failures on Mr, Crawford's list of 
novels were two that he wrote about New 
York. I think that they were experimental 
and the experiment was not a success—that 
is, not a successompared to his other work— 
but as the work of another author they 
might have proved successful—I mean that 
their sales would have been more successful— 
but weighed in the balance with his Italian 
stories they would be found wanting. I never 
took up a novel of Mr. Crawford's without 
saying to myself, “‘ Here is something worth 
reading; here is something that is going to 
hold my attention.” But of all his books I 
think that my favorite is “ The Tale of a 
Lonely Parish.’ The scene of this story is 
laid in a little English village, the charac- 
ters are few, andthe plotis simple. I think 
that Mr. Crawford himself liked this story 
very much. I told him that it was my favor- 
ite, and from what he said about it I imag- 
ine it was a good deal of a favorite of his 
own. It is one of the few stories that I have 
read more than once, and the oftener I read 
it the better I like it. 

If there ever was a versatile author it was 
Marion Crawford. A man that could write 
“Mr. Isaacs,” ‘“‘ The Saracinesca Series,”’ 
and “‘The Witch of Prague’ was certainly 
versatile, and the curious thing is, that with 
the exception of the two New York stories, 
to which I Wave referred, he kept pretty well 
up to his standard. 

I knew Mr. Crawford since he was about 
14 years of age, but between then and his 
early manhood I had seen little or nothing 
of him. When he was 14, by the way, he 
was called ‘‘ Frank Crawford,” his name‘ 
being Francis Marion, he was sent to this 
country, from his home in Italy, to school, 
and some of his vacations were spent in 
Bordentown, N. J., with his aunt, Mrs. 
Adolph Maillard. Though a mere lad, he 
wore the high hat and the long trousers of 
the Eton boy, much to the amusement of 
the youth of Bordentown, who, knowing that 
he came from “ foreign parts,’’ immediately 
dubbed him “‘ Frenchy.” Even then he had 
a good knowledge of languages, French and 
Italian being even more familiar to him than 
English. As time went on, he added to his 
stock of languages, and while he might not 
have been a Mezzofanti, he knew more lan- 
guages than most men, even men of oppor- 
tunity and culture. I remember once, not 
many years ago,, handing a Russian in- 
scription to him by way of @ joke, saying: 
“TI give you two minutes to tell me what 
this is about.” I did not have the first idea 
that he knew one Russian word from an- 
other. He hesitated a moment and said: 
“This is difficult, as it is old Russian. Iam 
not familiar with it,” but. he gave me the 
translation in just about two minutes,

In 1881, when the Critic was in the first 
year of its existence, Mr. Samuel Ward, pop- 
ularly known as “ Uncle Sam,”’ brought his 
nephew, young Crawford, into our-office and 
asked us if for old times’ sake we would give 
him a chance tovshow what he could do with 
his pen. ‘‘ He ssanted to be a writer,’’ Uncle 
Sam said, “and the way to accomplish that 
object was to write.” I am sorry that*I 
have not the first volume of the Critic by 
me, so that @ could look over some of the 
thines that h® contributed to its columns. 
Not only did he write book reviews and edl- 
torials, but he even dropped into verse, He 
was an enthusiastic writer and a clever one. 
He showed immediately a knack for the pro- 
fession of his choice, and one day some time 
after this, Uncle Sam Ward dropped into our 
office and said that his nephew had written 
@ novel. Ve were immediately interested, 
but I remember that I had a feeling of relief 
when he added that it had been accepted by 
a publisher. I thought the publisher must 
have a good deal of confidence to accept the 
first manuscript of a young author, and his 
confidence, as it proves, was not misplaced. 
The novel was “‘ Mr. Isaacs,”’ and its instant 
success is one of the notable incidents in the 
history of literature. From that time for- 
ward Mr. Crawford’s position as a novelist 
Was assured. 

It is rather interesting to know how he 
came to take “ Mr. Isaacs ” to the Macmillan 
company. There is no reason that he should 
not have taken it to that distinguished firm, 
but the reason that he aid so,was because 
he had met young Mr. Brett onthe ranch of 
his uncle, Mr. Maillard, who had moved from 
Bordentown to California. Mr. Brett had 
gone to California for his health, and there 
he met the Maillards, Uncle Sam Ward, and 
young Crawford, and the result was that he 
became not’only the publisher of Mr. Craw- 
ford’s novels but his friend as well. Mr. 
Crawford's loyalty to his publishers was 
something to be remarked upon in these 
days when authors fiy from one publisher to 
another. I don’t suppose that wild horses 
could have induced him to have left the Mac-~- 
millans for any other house. He had a feei- 
ing of loyalty as well as of friendship to the 
firm that took his first book and did so well

“SERVITUDE” (Dana Estes & Co.) isa 
thick, closely printed book by Irene Osgood, 
which narrates the fortunes of captives, and 
of one in particular, and the ways of the 
captors before the United States waged the 
war that put an end to Algerian piracy. The 
principal man of the story, who, under an 
assumed name is acting as a captain of a 
ship, is captured by the Algerians, and with 
the rest of his crew and passengers is 
brought into captivity, the ship being con- 
fiscated. His captivity, however, is not as 
close as-that of some of the other captives, 
for he has some influential friends and wins 
the good will of\ his captors, so that he has 
time to make a few friends, particularly an 
American girl, the guest of one of the lega- 
tions. 

In completing the story the author has 
had recourse to the old literary device of 
discovering that the hero is the scion of a 
titled family of England, and, glancing into 
the future in an epilogue, the descendants 
of the happy couple of the story become es- 
teemed citizens of Virginia. The story is 
the opposite of cheerful; and yet it is not 
so graphic nor sympathetic a narrative as 
to make a severe demand upon many of our 
emotions. The spirit and vigor of Its ac- 
tion would seem to be vitiated by the heat 
of the African sun, under whose influence 
perhaps the personages of the story lose their 
real individuality. Even the American girl, 
who, we are told is radiantly beautiful, fails 
to lighten the load, and the attempts at 
humor fall short of their mission. 


“ ART AND ECONOMY IN HOME DEC- 
ORATION ” (John Lane company) gives the 


twelve years as an interior decorator. 
Though some of the chapters have already 
appeared in the pages of those magazines 
which devote space to home decoration, the 
aptness of the suggestions and the useful- 
ness of the information well warrants their 
reprinting in a single volume, more ac- 
cessible than the separate articles. The book 
is designed for those of moderate means 
who desire some guide as to simple and 
tasteful furnishings, and in consequence it 
has suggestions as to the selection of wall 
papers, hangings, and other decorations, 
many of which may be made at home.

‘‘ Have nothing in your homes that you do 
not know to be useful or believe to be beau- 
tiful’’ is the keynote to the book, expressed 
many times in one form or another, and there 
are many guides to the selection of the beau- 
tiful. It is a sane, practical book, guided 
by good taste and artistic sensibility. 


“ BEYOND THE SKY LINE ”"’ is the title 
of a volume of short stories by Robert Aitken. 
These stories have two noticeable qualities 
—one good and the other bad. The author 
has some of Kipling’s power of crowaing 
much action into a few words, and of draw- 
ing a long story out of a little incident; and 
some of his plots, where he haves gsenti- 
mental love alone, are strong and well manip- 
ulated, though sometimes marred by the 
“hocus pocus”’ of resurrections and nicely 
timed surprises. However, plot construction

The manifestly bad quality is the perpet- 
ual recurrence of “ fine writing ~.-rhetorical 
effusion. Mr. Aitken named his book more 
appropriately than he realized, for the highly 
imaginative and romantic life which he de- 
scribes, exists, if it exists at all, as far “‘ be- 
yond the sky Hne '’ as the proverbial pot of 
gold. His love stories are of the style which 
one associates with pink and lavender bind- 
ings. The millionaire sits beside the princess 
op the shore of the Nameless Isle, close by 
the “‘ creaming tide *’ and under a “ horned 
moon cradling @ single star which looks hov- 
ingly down on the lovers.” He gazes adoring- 
ly into her “ sea sweet eyes and she cooes 
at him with her “ velvet voice."”" He dashes 
off onto a five pound note a ttle drawing 
of her footprint in the sand “ while the salt 
sea, kissing away the last faint impress of 
its playmate’s passage, laps and croons at 
the knees of his carefully immaculate flannel 
trousers.” It is with such a style as this that

MR. HEWLETT BREAK 
Each Celebrates th eBeauty and Sor- 


row of Leto’s Daughter, but in Dif- 
ferent Strains. 


WoO slender volumes of classic poetry 
appear simultaneously from the pen of 
Mrs. Edith Wharton and Mr. Maurice 

“Hewlett, bearing almost identical 
names, that of Mrs. Wharton being 

“ARTEMIS TO ACTASON” (Scribners), 

and that of Mr. Hewlett “‘ ARTEMISION ” 

(Scribners). Why each should have been 

so enamored with “ Leto’s daughter "’ as to 

put the poem celebrating her beauty and 
sorrow in the front of the book only the gods 
who ruffle the sea of thought and watch its 
spreading waves can tell. At any rate, it is 

a pleasing hour’s task for the reviewer to 

read the books, poem by poem, ard to note 

the differences and similarities of these two 
fine workmen. 

No one ever has claimed for either of them 
that they were writers of a wide gamut. 
They possess in common a rich outlook upon 
life; they both are pagan; both are enamored 
with the dim beauty of old things; both in 
love with symbols; both well endowed with 
classic knowledge, and both confident manip- 
ulators of their pens. But for Robert Brown- 
ing. neither might fully have realized him- 
self. The corner of Browning’s mantle affords 
them comfort. Passages could be quoted, 
particularly from Mrs. Wharton’s book) in 
which the very accent of Browning seems to 
live again. Not that either Mrs. Wharton 
or Mr. Hewlett would condescend to be tmi- 
tators. Neither has any need to be. But. 
Finglish literature being their heritage, they 
have taken from the deep casket of Brown- 
ing’s poetical effects such jewels and laces 
as they required for the high decoration of 
their ideas. 

Since in the polite world ladies have prece- 
dence, Mrs. Wharton's book may be con- 
sidered first. Whether she essays narrative, 
lyric, or sonnet, she Offers involved and more 
or less esoteric ideas, stating them felicitous- 
ly but by no means simply. The sonnets 
sometimes are human, but they are, above all 
things, literary, and are more like to be ap- 
preciated by other poets such as Arthur 
Symons, Maurice Hewlett, and Lioyd Mif- 
fiin, than by causual lovers of poetry. 

She is, perhaps, most lucid and lovable tn 

such a lyric performance as ‘‘ Moonrise Over 

Tyringham,” where she shows a conscious- 

ness of the best traditions of English 

lyricists. To quote a few stanzas: 

Now the high holocaust of hours {se done, 

And all the west empurpled with thelr death, 

How swift oblivion drinks the fallen sun, 

How little while the dusk remembereth. 


Though some there Were, proud hours that marched 
in mall, 

And took the morning on auspicious crest, 

Crying to fortune, “*‘ Back, for I prevail "’*— 

Yet now they lie disfeatured with the rest. 


And some that stole so soft on destiny 
Methought they had surprised her to a smile; 
But these fled frozen when she turned to see, 
And moaned and muttered through my heart 
awhile. 


And now the day is emptied of them all, 

And night absorbs their life blood at a draught; 
And so my NMfe lies, as the gods let fall 
An empty cup from which their lips have quaffed. 


These form the beginning of @ poem that 
swells in loveliness as it proceeds, ending 
with a fine and delicate chord—one of those 
mysterious chorés, such as the latter musi- 
clans use to produce their complex emotional 
effects. 

Who looks for simplicity and impulse, for 
spontaneity and joy in singing must Seek it 
elsewhere; but who seeks the modern poetic 
symphonjc strain, full of allusion and of hid- 
den meaning, experienced in tone, and 
touched with unconquerable melancholy, will 
find in the pages that for which he seeks. 
He may not renew his youth here, but he 
may at least, find fellowship.

Mr. Hewlett is a man of many ideas, but, 
unquestionably, one idea has come to play 
too prominent a part in his thought and in his 
work—the idea of man’s pursuit and wom- 
an’s surrender. Let us say that no subject 
is more particularly within the province of 
the poet, no subject of more importance 
among all the ideas known to man, still the 
perpetual barping upon it grows wearisome. 
Mr. Hewlett permits his verse to grow al- 
most sultry with passion, till the satiate 
reader reaches with childlike joy a poem of 
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“ Crocuses “ and is able to proceed, refreshed 
in spirit. 

However, now that this gauntlet of criti- 
ciem is flung down, it seems to make much 
more clatter than the matter justifies, for cer- 
tainly Mr. Hewlett never writes a poem that 
is not excellent In form and pregnant with 
ideas. Fancy he has, too, as well as apprecia- 
tion, and the knack of elegant phrases; only 
something of Meality is missing. One walks 
with him in lovely, but etifling vales, and he 
must be generous and forgive if now and 
then one has & nostalgia for the upper heights 
where the winds of heaven blow. 

However, these songs of love and loving 
are, after aH, but moon songs—but “ Arte- 
mision *’—and they. lack, even as Swinburne’s 
lack, the essential fire. Hewlett is really 
more convincing when he silences his cries 
of longing, and sings to a dead sculptor’s 
dream of beauty after this fashion: 


“ Thy lonely yirginal air, 
And thy vague eyes, 
The carven stiliness of thy sorrowful mouth 
And sanctity of thy youth, 
Mark thee for no man’s prize: 
Set thee apart to be fatr, 
Holy, lovely, and wise. 


Being eo fair thou art holy 
Even as Beatrice is: 

Sister torches of God, 

Twin pastures untrod, 
Handmaidens meek and lowly, 
Consecrate priestesses, 

To heaven dedicate wholly. 


Thy face drinketh the Nght: 
Moonlit, girdled with stars, 
Sapphire géemm’d and adorn’é, 
Thou art that lamp which burn’d 
From the beginning! The bars 
Of Wisdom were overturn’d: 
Innocence claim’d her birthright. 


In the clear spaces of Heaven, 

As sisters and lovers sit 

Beatrice and Thou embraced, 
Hand and hand, waist and waist, 
And smile at the worship given 
By earth, and the men in it 

To whom you were manifest. 


And because I have loved you well, 
And because I was born for this 
(As the great Tuscan was born 

To love and serve Beatrice), 

I, who have suffer’d all scorn, 
Spend my treasure to tell 

Your high worthiness."’ 


This is Hewlett, the connoisseur and 
dreamer, the wanderer in dim gardens, the 
haunter of time beautified palaces! Here 
he does well, and of such matters he speaks 
with the poets vague sincerity. But these 
are not living flowers of song to wear at 
one’s breast, but dried leaves of dark roses 
to put in the potpourri and leave, dustily 
fragrant, In the limbo of the Cloissonné, and 
to sniff at tentatively on melancholy days.

PUSHING WORK ON FARMS 


Earnings of Chicago Steam 
Roads Testify to Increasing 
Movements of Freight. 


- 


In the weekly review of Chicago trade pub- 
lished today R. G. Dun & Co. will say: 

“A cheering animation is seen to be per- 
vading current operations in trade generally, 
and conditions have become distinctly en- 
couraging as to the immediate outlook. The 
important developments include the stimulus 
which comes from seasonable weather and 
the opportunity to advance industrial and 
farming activities, together with a readjust- 
ment of labor controversies which threat- 
ened construction lines. 

“ A significant feature which foreshadows 
increased production at the mills and fac- 
tories appears in more numerous demands 
for furnace outputs, steel shapes, and equip- 
ment. A tendency towards rising prices for 
supplies characterizes iron, textiles, minor 
metals, and jeather. Ample stocks cause 
weakness in some of the soft woods, but 
hardwoods are firm under wider consump- 
tion. 

‘ Impottant May settlements at the banks 
and board of trade were promptly liquidated, 
ani the demand strengthened for money, 
aithough the discount rate for choice com- 
mercial paper was unchanged. Agricultura: 
advices gratify as to progress of winter 
wheat and rye, and farm work pushes rap- 
idly ahead. Increased acreage is prepared 
for most of the grains, and corn planting bids 
fair to be the greatest attempted. 


High Prices Aid Farmers. 

“Prices of the leading breadstuffs stand at 
the highest average for the season, and the 
profits to farmers induce larger expenditures 
for implements, materials, and improve- 
ments. Forwardings have become heavier to 
western points of fabricated steel, wire, 
hardware, machinery, and electric appli- 
ances. Outdoor work is again remarkably 
extended, and this creates exceptional deliv- 
eries of quarry products, plumbing supplies, 
and lumber. , 

“ Leather working trades obtain satisfac- 
tory contracts, especially for footwear, and 
the market for hides is firmer. April permits 
for business ptructures were forty-five in 
number and $2,437,350 in value, and compare 
with similar number and $1,082,900 in value 
for April, WOs. 

‘* Earnings of the Chicago steam roads tes- 
tify to the increasing movements of freight, 
gains in gross making a favorable compari- 
£0n with previous monthly statements and 
this time last year. High temperatures have 
stimulated the buying here and at interior 
cities in the leading lines of retail merchan- 
dise. Clothing, boots and shoes, housewares. 
and food products sell freely, and this brings 
an adequate reduction of gtocks. 

‘The total movement of grain at this port, 
5.771,798 bushels, compares with 5,797,610 
bushels last week and 6,769,463 bushels a 
year ago. Compared with 1908 decreages ap- 
pear in receipts of 15.6 per cent and in ship- 
ments of 13.8 per cent. Flour receipts were 
194.832 barrels, against 163,905 barrels last 
week and 149,913 barrels a year ago, while 
shipments were only 127,158 barrels, against 
166.883 barrels last week and 181,300 barrels 
in 1908. 

Live Stock Receipts. 

“ Receipts of live stock, 220.645 head, com- 
pare with 223,287 head last week and 260.648 
head a year ago. Wool receipts rose to 742,- 
OS9 pounds, against 865,893 pounds last week 
and 439,260 pounds In 1908. Receipts of hides 
were 3,755,080 pounds, against 3,194,337 
pounds last week and 2,242,948 pounds last 
year. Lumber receipts, 41,277,000 feet, com- 
pare with 44,657,000 feet last week and 36,- 
025,000 feet a year ago. 

“Compared with the closings a week ago 
cash prices are unchanged for hogs but high- 
er for oats, % cent a bushel; corn, 2% cents; 
wheat, 6% cents; lard, 7% cents a tierce; 
sheep, 15 centS a hundredweight; ribs, 15 
cents; choice cattle, 25 cents: flour, 25 cents 
a barrel; and pork, 55 cents a barre]. 

“* Bank clearings, $295,001,231, exceed those 
of corresponding week in 1908 by 16.9 per cent 
and compare with $259,684,815 In 1907. 

“ Failures reported in the Chicago district 
humber 30, against 23 last week, 36 In 1908, 
and 19 in 1907; Those with liabilities over 
$5,000 number 7, against 7 last week, 9a year 
ago, and 4 in 1907." 


Tariff Revision Only Thing Needed. 

New York, May 7.—R. G. Dun @ Co.'s 
Weekly Review of Trade tomorrow will say: 

“With bank clearings outside New York 
15.9 per cent better than last year and 24.5 
per cent better than in 1906, and in New 
York 24.1 per cent larger than in 1908 and 1.3 
per cent larger than in 1906: with railroad 
earnings for the month of April showing a 
gain of 13.0 per cent over 1908 and only 10.3 
per cent decrease as compared with the ban- 
ner year of 10907; with immigration 212.000 
larger than last year; with tmports much 
greater than in 1908 and nearly equal to 
1907; with a distinet gain In the fron and 
steel trade in both orders and prices; with a 
hardening tendency in copper; with works 
of new construction going rapidly forward, 
the trade situation seems to afford ample 
grounds for the prevailing belief that as 
soon as tariff revision is out of the’way the 
last obstacle to a full restoration of normal 
industrial and mercantile activity will be 
removed.”

“BUCKET SHOP” MEN GUILTY. 


Six Cincinnati Brokers Convicted of 
Using Mails to Defraud in Deals 
in Stock Futures. 


CINCINNATI, O., May 7.—The jury tn the 
case of Louis W. Foster and five others who 
were charged with using the mails to defraud 
in the running of a so-called “ bucket shop ” 
returned a verdict of guilty in the federal 
court today. 

The men found guilty are Louls W. Foster, 
John Gorman, W. J. mpbell, A. C. Bald- 
win, John M. Scott, and Edwin F. Heil. The 
penalty ts a fine of from $1,000 to $5,000, eight- 
een months in the penitentiary, or both. 

Miller Outcalt, attorney for the defenge, 
gave notice he would file a motion for a new 
trial. In the meantime the defendants are 
given their liberty under bond. 

William J. O'Dell, who died here severa! 
years ago, left an estate estimated at $2000. - 
000. He amassed this fortune by running a 
bucket shop. At his death the defendants 
found guilty today continued the O'Dell Bro- 
kerage company.

No money 
was borrowed for cangpalgn purposes because 
of the increase of Working capital by the 
earnings of previous years and the early and 
more rapid realization on the products by the 
sale of sugar. The lack of working capital 
heretofore has been a dangerotis, embarrass- 
ing, and expensive burden.”’ 


New York Central Traffic. 

President W. C. Brown. discussing the 
loaded car movement on the New York Cen- 
tral lines for April, said that it was the heavi- 
est April in the history of those roads, ex- 
ceptfng 1907, showing an increase of 261.871 
loads handled in excess of the movement for 
April, 1908.

Crop Report Helps Bulls. 

The government report was the big news 
factor of the day and was bullish enough to 
suit the most exacting believer in higher 
prices. The condition estimated at 83.5 
showed an improvement of only 1 point since 
the April report, while the acreage was re- 
duced to 27,871,000 acres, compared with a 
final acreage a year ago of 30,349,000 acres. 
The indicated yield is 404,000,000 bu, compar- 
ing with a promise of 424,000,000 bu a month 


* @go and 438,000,000 the final yield last year. 


A bullish report had been generally expected, 
but the amount of the abandoned acreage, 
which was placed at 2,478,000 acres, was 
larger than looked for. A general rush to 
get back the wheat sold early caused a tre- 
mendous advance in a few minutes, especial- 
ly for the far off months, which went up by 
leaps and bounds, offerings being light and 
buying orders coming from all sides of the 


Price Swings Are Violent. 
Fiuctuations were wild and erratic from 
start to finish. The July sold at §113% on 
the early slump and rallied to $1.17%, while 
the September covered a range of 3c and 
the December of 4c, both the latter months 
closing practically at the top. Traders were 
timid early, owing to the uncertainty in re- 
gard to the government figures coming out 
later, and when heavy selling wag started 
by Clement-Curtis, Barrell, Bartlett-Patten, 
and Armour there was a scramble to unload. 
Later the endeavors to replace the wheat 
sold out were just as strenuous, and the re- 
covery was just as abrupt as the decline. 
weather southwest and firm cables gave 
the market an initial bulge which was soon 
lost. Bartlett brokers, Logan-Bryan, Ware-

Foreign News Is Strong. 

Foreign cables were strong. . Liverpool

Bullish crop advices with light supplies were 
the chief helping factors abroad. Argentind 
shipped 2,208,000 bu, against 2,616,000 bu g 
year ago.

The government made the percentage of the 
spring wheat 51.9 complete for May, against 
54.7 per cent a week ago, 47 per cent a year 
ago. Receipts here were 5 cars, with 4 cars 
promised for today. 


Corn Slumps After Early Rise. 
Corn scored new high prices for the crop 


i early, but on the bulge there was tremendous 


selling by the bulls and this realizing caused 
@ sharp decline, all the initial advances be- 
ing lost and net losses for the day of 4@\o 
were registered. Predictions of much larger 
receipts next week, with fine weather for 
planting, were the main factors in causing 
a shifting of the position of some of the 
large houses. Bartlett-Patten and Armour 
were big sellers. Most of the local shorts 
have covered and the decline was easily 
accomplished, buying support being poor. Ar- 
gentine shipments were heavy at 3,234,000 bu, 
or about double those of a year ago. Cash 
trade was fair with sales of 160,000 bu. Sam- 
ple prices were unchanged to %c higher.

Country buying 
was a factor early and prices were sharply 
higher, but heavy realizing and the slump 
in wheat caused a setback, and prices did not 
rally much when wheat again turned strong.

Primary 
receipts were 328,000 bu, or slightly larger 
than a year ago. Cash demand good with 
Sample oats were steady 
to %ec higher. Country offerings were mod- 
erate and supplies are not large. Local re- 
ceipts were 159 cars, with 144 promised for 
today. The short interest has been reduced 
largely and technically the market is in a 
weaker position than for some time.

WHEAT GROWERS FIGHT CORNER 


President of Farmers’ Union Asks Co- 
operation to Defeat Pushing Up 
of Prices by Traders. 


Richmond, Va., May 7.—[Special.]—That 
the present high price of wheat is not a nat- 
ural condition and likely to result in ulti- 
mate injury to the growers is the opinion of 
Charles 8.
